sistance to parties who will uadertake and 
guarantee the completion of extensive ditches, 
er canal cattings, for irrigating farm lands. 
Also, ou same day, be would ask for informa- 
tion in regard to the claimants and owner- 
skip to the surveyed land, in the Township 
of Clinton, im the District of Lillooet. 

Mr, Humphreys gave notice that on Tues- 
day next, be would ask the Colonial Secre- 
tary whether it is the intention of the Gov- 
ernment to recommend or allow pensfons or 
compensation subordinate officers, and, if 
go, whether sich compensation or pension 
will be proporaceed to their length of service. 

Mr. Hupspagts gave notice that-he would 
also the Goloniul Secretary for the par- 
ticul4rs aud isformation with reference to the 
alleged &ndue punishment of the nine sailors 
‘of the'Golden Age, who are at. present in the 
jail at New Westminster. 

Mr. Alston gave notice that on Tuesday 
next he would ask leave to bring in a Bill to 
allow. chemists and druggists to practice 
medi¢ive in the Colony: ‘*What’s sauce for 
the lawyers is sauce for the doctors.’’ (Laugh- 
ter.) 

LAND INSTALMENTS. 


Mr. DeCosmos would offer a resolution, to 


_ postpone payments of instalments due or land 


till after next barvest. His, constituents in- 
formed him that if che Government insisted 
on payment of the instalments, by the 3ist 
of qarch, as notified in the Guzette, a serious 
injuty would be done them. He believed the 
Government was disposed to do everything 
ia itd power to meet the wishes of the settlers 
in this particular. Possibly there were in- 
giances where parties were competent to pay 
now, but in the mujority of the cases it would 
operaté harshly. He asked the House to en 
dorse his views. lt notice had been given say, 
jast December, calling ‘for paymeut next De 
cember, it would be wore suitable. Mr. D-- 
Coswos trusted the Government members 
would take a liberal view, and postpone the 
paymenis. He would, therefore, move : 

“That, inasmuch vs a call nas been issued 
by the Lands nud Works Department for 
payment of nll instalments due on lutd pre- 
empted under- the ‘Vancouver Islavd. Pee- 
emption Proclamations,. 1861-2,’ requiring 
payment to be made by the Slst of Marca, 
next, aud inusmuch a3 that time is inoppor~ 
june for the farmers to pay, and calculated 
io gumeroua instances to operaie Asan injury 
to the se.tlers if payment be then enforced, a 
respectful address be presented to His Excel- 
leney the Governor, praying tbat the time Yor 
payment be postpoued till some convenient 
period after next harvest, and that notice 
be given of such postponement.” ‘ 

Mr’ Skinner seconded the resolution, be- 
lieving that to press the farmers now, it 
would have an injurious effect, and the gov- 
erument would not attain its object. He bad 
po doubt it was’the desire of the government 
tu assist the settlers. 

Hon. Mr. Trutch stated be thought all be 
had to do was to lay befgre the House the 
position of the matter, to understand his 
motives in advising that the application be 
made. After particularizing the Acts and 
Proclamatiens under which lands were pre- 
empted and taken up, and the monies due the 
government on account of same, the hon. 
gentleman stated that ia view of Confedera- 
gion at an early day, this fund had to be dis- 
posed of—he presumed to be placed to the 
credit of the Colony, aud hence all accounts 
on the Crown Graut account, should be col- 
lected at as early a date as possible. Appli- 
cation had been made in respect of the £1 an 
acre sales, and amouats in connection with 
various premption, and payments hud been 
made only in part, many had paid nine 
years ago. Although frequent notices had 
been given, settiers always pleaded in the 
same prayet, as is now picaaed by the hon. 
member of Victoria District. The amount due 
08 pre-emptions is mostly on instalments of 
1862-3, and amounts to’ $6,192 ; and, besides, 
throughout. Vancouver Island a great 
extent of land has not yet been surveyed—on 
Woich nothing bas been puid at all; then 
there are sections of surveyed lands held tor 

x and-nine years, on which nothing at all 
has been paid. He mentioued this to shew 
the uasatisfactory state as to the lands, and 
which it was advisable to bring to a close 
before Union ‘with the Dominion—this was 
the object of the notice of the application 
calling for payment before the 31st of March. 
He would regret that avy pressure should be 
placed on the farmer which might be made 
to operate unfairly ; therefore, unless good 
reason could be sbewn, he should not cppose 
it; bat if granted to one it must be to all, 
With the understanding that afier that date 
Mo further time sbould be granted, and they 
Must suffer the consequences. These repre- 
featations were made over and uver aguin. 
He could not promise that the Executive 
Would take the favorable view intimated, but 
be would aot oppose it. 

Mr. Humphreys supported the motion. He 
Was glad to see the liberality evinced by the 
Government towards the people—that it not 
only would meet the settlers half-way, but 
the whole way. If the farmers were not able 
to pay, it was: perfectly right that they 
should have time. 
| Mr. Nelson was informed by the hon. Chiet 
Commissigner that the pre-emptions under 
the Meinland Ordinauce stood in a different 
way. When the surveys were extended over 
the lands, as requested by the settlers, they 
were then called upon for payment, after 
three months’ notice, failing which, the law 
stepped in. It was theintention to make more 
extensive surveys on the Mainland, especially 
in the district which Mr. Nelson represented. 

twas necessary that these surveys should 
be made as quickly as possible; and when 
surveyed, payment must be made by the set- 
Uers interesied—there would be uo opportan- 
ity for grace. 

Mr. Nelson merely wished for information 
on the subject. 

_ Hon. Dr. Helmcken thought it was a step 
4n the wrong direction. He would allow

Mr. DeCosmos took itasa purely matter 
of account; when the Colony: would go into 
Codfederation—a law could be passed trans- 
ferring the Crown Land Fund to the Colony, 
If the Terms of Confederation teduced the rev 
enue in future time, it could nbt be helped; he 
confessed that posterity had done but little 
for-us, and it was not proposed to injure the 
settler of to-day to provide for those of the 
fu'nre. The farmer did not know at what 
moment the Government may pounce upon 
him, and be would. ask that the payments 
be postponed -uatil after barvest, and was 
satisfied the House would be pursuing the 
the liberal and true course by so doing. 
The motion passed unanimously. 


MR. BUNSTER’S CRINESE TAX. 


Mr Bunster rose to propose—‘That a res- 
pectful Address be presented to His Excel- 
lency the Governor. asking that a Bill be sent 
down to this House, imposing a poll tax of 
$50 per head perannom, on all. Chinamen 
engaged in any occupation in the Colony.” 
He did so from a feeling of duty, and know- 
ing how anxious the ' people of the Colony 
were, in favor of the passing of such a law. 
He was satisfied it would be made a test 
question at the next election. Such a law 
was not only wanted in British Columbia, 
but it had been found necessary in the Uuited 
States of America and Australia, and in the 
last mentioned countries, such a statute was 
in force. The mover nad for his object tne 
improvement ofthe Chinese themselves—to 
compel cleanliness, 80 as to provide against 
small-pox and other contagious diseases in 
the Colony. He proposed tkat Inspectors 
should be appointed to attend to such mat- 
ters, the expenses of whom would be met out 
of the revenue intended to ve raised from the 
tax. A portion of the tax, he would also ap- 
propriate to the building of schools for their 
benefit 

Hon. Dr. Helmcken—you would propose to 
keep them out of the Colony first, and then 
educate them ! 

Mr. Bunster would tax those here; there 
was as much|fight to tax them as to impose 
a school tax and aroad tax. There are 242 
Chidamen in this city; only 42 paid a road 
tax, and but 1 a school tax ; it is time some- 
thing was received from tbem for the uses of 
the Government. He (Mr. Bunster) would 
Insist on sending an address to His kxcellen- 
cy, asking that a Bill be sent down to meet 
the case. Mr. Bunster referred to the incon- 
venience arising from their method of carry- 
ing baskets along the side-walks of the city, 
and to a period when smal!-pox had been in- 
troduced by. them, in this city. He would 
have them to understand out Jaws and cus- 
toms also, so that in the end, it would be to 


their own good. He had been making enqui- | 


ries for the past three or four days on the 
question, and his general information on the 
subject extended over a much longer period. 

Dr. Helmcken—why don’t you introduce a 
Bill yourself? 

Hon. Mr. Tratch stated it was hardly worth 
while to consider the question—the thing 
was an impossibility. 

Mr. Bunster would also provide for a China 
doetor out of the funds. (Laughter).

Mr. Nelson looked unfavorably on the in- 
flux of Chinese té the Continent, but at the 
present time the matier is premature; we 
have not reached the poiit to drive China- 
men out of the country—the population is 
now too small, aud we must wait until some 
indefinite period. 

Mr. Alston would record his most em- 
phatic vote against the resolution ; it would 
not be only incorrect and unjust, but uncon- 
stitutional—it was also impolitic; if we did 
not wish an accession to our population and 
labor, then, perhaps, we might do something 
of the sort; at the present time, if they were 
driven away, we should have to do the work 
ourselves. Mr. Alston alluded to the effort 
to get female labor and an emigration trom 
England, and which was found to be unsuc- 
cessful. He felt the Chinese to be useful, 
truthful, and honest ; as to their uncleanli- 
ness, he didn’t see bow the motion would 
affect them—they were no dittier than ‘the 
Indians. 

Mr. Bunster—We’ll tax them too. 

Mr. Alston suggested that if the Municipal 
Council desired it, they could provide against 
the nuisances compluined of; he believed 
they orgbt to be made to pay a School Tax, 
as tney could have a corresponding benefit 
therefrom. :

With this view on the 1st September last 
notice was given of a reduction to be made in 
wages, (not at all corresponding with the pro- 
portion of decrease in selling rates), and on 
the expiry of this notice the mivers held a 
meeting and decided to refrain from work at 
the reduced rate, and to ask those who stood 
at their post also to stop, apon the under- 
standing that the whole body of men should 
stand out till each of them was given bis for- 
mer position and wages! This was the first 
move towards thestrike and the relative cause 
of it. At the meeting mentioned the men did 
not hesitate to propose that those who were 
willing to work should be advised or compstt-: 
gp to join in the strike, to the credit of 
some of them, however, the word ‘ compell- 
ed’’ was objected to aod rescinded ; but not- 
withstanding the expunging of the werd, the 
dastardly and diabolicul outrages that have 
followed—attempts to blow up houses with 
their occupants in bed, burning down a build- 
ing, and the like, show that someof the men 
were determined to act without any regard to 
consequences. Passing over various minor 
incideots of s vindictive and malicious cher- 
ecter that have transpired, the position now 
assumed by the men is simply this: they hold 
out for their own terms, nly hoping. to 
force the Company to agred to an Mai? they 
dictate!
